Weak loan demand has resulted in an increase in our securities portfolio.  At year end, our MBS
portfolio was 6 times larger compared to the prior year.

CPP funds have given us the flexibility to aggressively deal with problem assets by recognizing
losses quickly and disposing of assets before values deteriorated further

We reduced our Brokered CD deposits and our FHLB Borrowings with CPP funds.



What actions were you able to avoid because of the capital infusion of CPP funds?

CPP funds gave us the flexibility to aggressively deal with problem assets. We could avoid carrying impaired assets for an extended period of time
subjecting these assets to further deterioration of asset values.  The CPP capital prevented us from being required to divest ourselves of quality
assets due to legal lending limitations.



What actions were you able to take that you may not have taken without the capital infusion of CPP funds?

CPP capital allowed us the flexibility to fund loans that enhanced the diversification of our loan portfolio.  These funds also gave us the ability to
aggressively address assets quality issues preventing further deterioration in asset valuations.
